- LONIIO.V, February 7.—In the coiumous'to- 
daj Northcote gave notice that he will intro- 
duce a resolution Tuesday stating that in the 
opinion of the house recent events In the 
Soudan are the direct result of the vacillating 
and Inconsistent policy of the government. 
This was greeted with loud cheers from the 
opposition.

eral Gordon. The story of his capture is 
discredited.
